INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY: 


This investigation was initiated whe(ly() (b)(7)(C) (b)(3) 

(b)(6) (6)(7)(C) (b)(3) 
reported one of his soldiers viewed a video of SGT MYRICKS and SPC HAYES assaulting an 
unknown detainee. 


Investigation established probable cause to believe SGT MYRICKS and SPC HAYES 
committed the esata of acl and Maltreatment of a Person in U.S. Custody and Assault 
when they struck Mr. (ENC) (OCC Mr. QIQIO aI) ultiple times in the stomach, chest, and 
sides of their bodies, with closed fists, while they were in U.S. Custody. 


Further investigation established probable cause to believe SGT MYRICKS committed the 
offense of False Official Statement, when he provided a sworn statement, which he knew to be 
false when he stated he destroyed a Compact Disc (CD), which contained the video of the 
assault prior to him going on leave, when in fact he took the video back to the United States.
